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REMARKS 

The application has been amended and is believed to be 
in condition for allowance. 

The previously pending claims have been amended, some 
claims canceled, and three new dependent claims added. 

There are no formal matters outstanding. 

Claims 1, 2, 3, 7, 11, 12, 16 and 20 were rejected as 
anticipated by YASUSHI et al . 6,048,310. 

Claims 4, 5, 13, 14 and 18 were rejected as obvious in 
further view of ANDERSEN et al . 5, 568, 126. 

Claims 6, 8, 15 and 19 were rejected as obvious in 
further view of OSORIO et al . 6,549,804. 

Claims 9, 10 and 17 were rejected as obvious in further 
view of CARNES et al . WO 00/52604. 

The presently presented amended claims are believed to 
be patentable in that the applied references, taken individually, 
or in combination, do not teach or suggest the presently 
presented combination of features. 

See that claims 7 and 16 have been amended to recite 
the sensors being adapted to measure the movements of a user's 
eyes . 

It is noted that the subject matter of claim 9 has been 
incorporated into independent claim 1 and similarly the subject 
matter of claim 13 has been incorporated into claim 11. Thus, as 
to cl.aim 9, the obviousness rejection over YASUSHI in view of 
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CARNES is relevant, and as to claim 13, the obviousness rejection 
over YASUSHI in view of ANDERSEN is relevant. 

Regarding claims 1, 2, 3, 7, 11, 12, 16 and 20, 
applicants submit that YASUSHI at least partly anticipates the 
invention as described in the claims previously examined. 
Applicants have amended claims 7 and 16, because YASUSHI fails 
to teach that movements of a user may be movements of the user's 
eyes . 

Regarding claims 4, 5, 13, 14 and 18, applicants 
respectfully disagree that YASUSHI would render obvious the 
invention in view of ANDERSEN. 

ANDERSEN discloses a device which is termed 
"surrounding conditions recorder" (50; Figure 4) (column 5, lines 
10-30) . This device is responsive to the physiological condition 
monitoring system (10) . 

ANDERSEN discusses about fear and determination of it. 
Fear is an emotion experienced by the monitored person. The 
emotion is not a part of the environment of the person. In 
claims 4 and 13 of the patent application, the environment of 
the user relates to lightning, temperature, air conditioning, 
door locking, and/or noise filtering (Figures 2 and 3) . 

Claims 4 and 13 of the patent application disclose 
observation means 15) for measuring the state of the environment 
of the user. In ANDERSEN, the surrounding conditions recorder 
(50) does not measure the state of the environment of the user. 
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ANDERSEN describes the surrounding conditions recorder (50) as 
follows: it is intended for recording given conditions at the 
site of the monitored person, including conditions both prior to 
and after any determination by processing performed by the 
computer system (12) that the person may have suddenly 
experienced fear (column 5, lines 12-16) . 

In order to point out the above-mentioned differences 
between the patent application and the prior art, the 
recitations of claim 13 were added to independent claim 11. 

■ The arguments related to claims 4 and 13 also apply to 
claims 5, 14 and 18. 

Regarding claims 9, 10 and 17, applicants respectfully 
disagree that YASUSHI in view of CARNES renders obvious all 
aspects of the invention. 

One recited aspect of the invention is that when the 
local control means (10, 100) measure a change of the somatic 
phenomenon of a user, the local control means (10, 100) sends 
the measured change via a communications network (40) to global 
control means (52) . YASUSHI fails to teach that the measured 
changes of residents would be sent anywhere via a communications 
network. YASUSHI' s apparatus operates only on a local level. 

In another aspect of the invention, the global control 
means (52) are adapted to a) receive the change of the somatic 
phenomenon which is sent from the local control means (10, 100), 
b) analyze this change by using a meter suitable to meter 
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activity and ability of the user, c) select on the basis of the 
analysis at least one new audio file, and d) send the new audio 
file(s) to the local control means (10, 100) to be stored in the 
information database (30). 

This aspect of the invention is based on Figures 4 and 
5 and the text related to them. 

Amended independent claim 1 includes the examined 
claims 1 and 9, and the above-mentioned aspects. 

Still another aspect of the invention is that the 
audio information audible to a user is intended for 
rehabilitation. CARNES discloses a global system for on-line 
health monitoring and education. CARNES fails to teach a system 
for rehabilitation (claims 1 and 23) . 

The amendment includes three new dependent claims. 

Claim 21 recites that the audio information to be made 

audible to the user is selected on the basis of the current 

location of the user. New claim 21 is based on the following 

text (on page 7) : 

''Movement information obtained from the 
user (from his/her eyes, for example) can be used, 
for example, in museums or corresponding exhibition 
spaces for supplying suitable information according 
to the movements of the user. When the user moves 
with determination (according to an acceleration 
transducer, for example) , the information can be more 
general and can change automatically according to the 
location (the location can be. concluded by means of a 
DGPS receiver or by integrating the data received 
from the acceleration transducer) . Stops made by the 
user automatically increase the information content 
and the depth of the content. If the acceleration 
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sensor is of a 3D type, turning the eyes to the 
ceiling, for example, can direct a description of a 
ceiling fresco or the like to the earpieces. The 
nature of the movements of the user can thus be an 
indication of his or her state (for example 
wishes/intentions) , the nature being described by 
signals obtained from equipment carried by the user 
himself /herself , by means of which equipment the user 
is connected as a part of the control loop." 

Also, the amendments of claims 7 and 16 are based on 
the above text . 

Claim 22 recites that the meter is an RAI index. The 
RAI index is mentioned in the text related to Figures 4 and 5. 

Claim 23 recites that the system is used for 
rehabilitation of said user. The rehabilitation is mentioned in a 
number of text lines. 

From the above, applicants believe that it is clear 
that the presently presented claims recite the invention in a 
manner both novel and non-obvious over the prior art. 
Accordingly, reconsideration and allowance of all the pending 
claims are respectfully requested.
